Speaker Pro Tempore Shope is being recognized for his work expanding the Arizona Loan 

Repayment Program, which was signed into law last year. This legislation expanded eligible 

providers to include mental health providers, pharmacists, and geriatrics, while also increasing 

loan repayment incentives for providers and increasing the service year participation the past 

four years.
